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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-15 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendments filed January 15, 2009 and May 6, 2009, have been received 
and entered. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

The amendments have initiated a new search and discovery of a new reference 
which has been applied below. The previous rejections have been removed. 

Foreign Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on March 28, 2006, was 
received and entered of record. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 
37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by 
the examiner. 



Response to Election/Restrictions 
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Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-11, drawn to a probiotic in oil. 

Group II, claim(s) 12-15, drawn to a powder consisting of bacteria and an 
oligosaccharide. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Each of the 
compositions comprise different ingredients and the mechanism of encapsulation is not 
the same. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 
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Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-11, in the reply filed on 
July 25, 2008, is acknowledged. 

Claims 12-15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on July 25, 2008. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over newly cited van Lengerich (US 
6500463), cited on enclosed PTO-892 Form. 

Claims are drawn to encapsulated probiotic. 

van Lengerick teaches an encapsulated microorganism (e.g. probiotic) by the 
combination of a protein and a carbohydrate by mixing a water dispersible probiotic 
microorganism in an aqueous suspension of a protein and a carbohydrate, note abstract 
and bridging col. 8-9, lines 65-67 and lines 1-10, respectively. Whey protein, at col. 13, 
line 67 is disclosed. Prebiotics and probiotics are disclosed at col. 14, line 56. The 
carbohydrate can be a reducing sugar group. The material is a film forming substance, 
note col. 6, line 50. Also the carbohydrate can be starch (col. 9, line 3). The bacteria is 
Lactobacillus, note col. 13, line 1 . Low temperature is used to encapsulate probiotic 
bacteria. Note col. 5, line 20. The encapsulant can be dried, note col. 6, line 48. Also it 
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can be in powdered form, note col. 5, line 30. Oil can be optionally added, note col. 8, 
lines 1-2, and the encapsulant can be a probiotic. 

The claims are identical to the teachings of van Lengerick and are, therefore, 
considered to be anticipated by the cited disclosure. However, in the alnterantive that 
there is some unidentified claimed characteristic for which is not disclosed by van 
Lengerick then the difference is considered to be so slight as to render the claims 
obvious over the cited disclosure of van Lengerick. It would have been obvious to 
combine the disclosed protein and carbohydrate to provide for an encapsulated 
probiotic as claimed because the teachings of van Lengerick clearly teach, or at least 
suggest, the same. Each of the claim features are disclosed or suggested as discussed 
above. In the absence of persuasive evidence to the contrary the claims are 
alternatively rendered prima facie obvious over van Lengerick. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M PEP 
§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37
